Here’s your chance to change things 


By Adam Groff 

After eight months of inter- 
views with town officials, the 
Town Government Review Com- 
mittee is ready to hear from resi- 
dents. To that end, the committee 
has scheduled a public hearing for 
Thursday, June 21, in town 
offices, so that residents can tell 
them just what they think about 
town government. 

“Our main hope is that we'll 
get a good attendance from the 
voters of the town so that we can 
get their input, which is so impor- 
tant to us in carrying out our 
responsibility,” said committee 
member Paul Dow of Strawberry 
Hill Road. That responsibility is a 
to review the town’s charter, 
approved in the 1950s, and every 
aspect of town government, from 
its organizational structure to town 
meeting procedures, and then 
report back to the selectmen by 
this fall. “We unofficially know 
that people have complaints about 
town government, and we very 
much want to hear about those 
complaints first hand,” said Dow. 

Since the selectmen convened 
it last October, the Town Govern- 
ment Review Committee has met 
about a dozen times, each time to 
interview two or three present or 
former town officials. Dow said 
the committee has spoken with 
current and former selectmen, the 


town manager, many department 
heads, school officials, Finance 
Committee members, and mem- 
bers of various town committees. 

And the results so far? 

“It’s hard to generalize,” said 
Dow, who was a Finance Com- 
mittee member in the 1970s, “but 
if I did try to generalize, I'd say 
there is a great deal of satisfaction 
with the form of government in 
Andover. There’s a sense that the 
charter that we’ve had for more 
than 40 years has served well.’ 

Committee member John 
O’Brien, of Highland Road, 
agreed. 

“I got a broad sense that people 
believe we have a good charter in 
our town which encourages pro- 
fessional management of the 
town,” said O’Brien, a former 
State senator and past member of 
the Andover Housing Partnership 
Committee. “Although I did sense 
that people know that we’ re in dif- 
ficult budgetary times. That’s why 
this meeting is important, because 
it can air any grievances residents 
have about communication with 
or between the boards. It’s a gut 
check to see if people think the 
town can handle the tough times.” 

The meeting is next Thursday 
night at 7:30 p.m. in the second- 
floor (ground floor) conference 
room of town offices.

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Boat sale: Four years later, town gives up on hovercraft idea

The $46,000 town officials 
floated for a hovercraft — a water 
and land vehicle intended for ice 
rescues — is pretty near sunk. 
After taking up space since 
1997, when officials agreed to the 


purchase of the hovercraft — a 
vehicle that the fire department 
said was absolutely necessary — 
the selectmen agreed to put the 
“surplus” equipment up for sale, 
says Selectman Ray Hender. 

The kicker is that the hovercraft 


is now Valued at less than half 


what the town paid for it. “The 
memo that (Fire Chief Chuck 
Murnane) sent to the selectmen is 
that the estimated value is 
$18,000,” says Hender. 

In fact, the money that funded 


the hovercraft was approved at 
1996 Town Meeting, but a hover- 
craft was never specified in the 
Finance Committee report or the 
department’s requests. 

So what has the hovercraft 
done? “We've used it for training, 
but we haven’t used it for rescues,” 
admits Selectman Brian Major. 

“The board realizes it’s not a 
piece of equipment that really 
worked out,” says Hender.

And when a fourth or fifth- 
grader carrying a laptop back and 
forth to school every day finds 
that his/her laptop is broken, how 
will the logistics and cost of 
repair be handled? 

Laptop keyboards are notori- 
ously uncomfortable to work at 
for long periods. Will we be caus- 
ing physical harm to our young 
students by increasing time spent 
at the keyboard, particularly 
using laptops at standard tables 
and desks? 

General Hugh Shelton, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
has discouraged the use of Power 
Point presentations in US military 
briefings, as the bells and whis- 


tles were getting in the way of 
information transfer (Wall Street 
Journal, April 26). Are we confi- 
dent that using this software in 
the schools is actually strengthen- 
ing the basic skills of research, 
analysis and cogent presentation 
that we want our students to 
learn? 

Since laptops are required at 
many colleges, would it perhaps 
make more sense to focus town 
pilot programs in the upper 
grades, and phase them in more 
gradually in the lower grades, 
after their value is better proven? 

I support the efforts of the 
Andover Public Schools to pro- 
vide our children with an excel- 
lent education.

her pennies and nickels back in the 
1940s, called the acquisition “a 
damn shame.” She’ ll miss getting 
a Christmas card from Gerald 
Mulligan, currently president and 
CEO at Andover Bank, and she is 
afraid “all those nice tellers will 
lose their jobs.” 

“The people (who work there) 
will change, they always do when 
this happens. I know there is noth- 
ing you can do, but it’s not fair,” 
she said, adding that she is serious- 
ly thinking of closing her account 
because she is so mad about the 
change in ownership. 

According to Brian Arsenault, 
Banknorth’s senior vice president 
for corporate Communications, 
Banknorth is anticipating these 
residents’ fears and wants to pla- 
cate them. 

“Just about everyone who 
works in what we call ‘customer 
contact’ positions, those folks will 
all stay,” said Arsenault. “The 
positions that are in the greatest 
amount of jeopardy are the back- 
office positions... People are 
attached to their banks, but they’re 
most attached to the people at the 
bank. To the extent that we can 
keep those folks, we can keep cus- 
tomers.” 

That may be well and good, but 
what about the doughnuts and cof- 
fee? That was a question being 
tossed around by many residents 
this week. For as long as anyone 
can remember, Andover Bank has 
served free coffee and doughnuts 
on Saturday mornings. It’s a com- 
munity-valued tradition enjoyed 
by residents of all ages. It’s been a 
“must stop” for any campaign 
trail. 

“Andover Bank was really kind 
of the heart and soul of downtown 
Andover,” said state representative 
Barry Finegold of Andover. “On a 
Saturday morning it was the place 
to go to see and be seen.” 

Seniors like Ralph Manning 


agreed. “It’s a circus on Saturday

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Employees ‘just waiting’

Almost every employee that 
showed some reaction to the 
Andover Bank/Banknorth merger 
on Tuesday gave the same heavy- 
hearted response: melancholy. 

“We’re sad,” said Annalisa 
Domingo, lifting her hands help- 
lessly. “We like to work here.” 

“I’m sad because it’s like a 
family here,” said Carolyn Ahern, 
a mortgage originator who’s 
worked with Andover Bank for 
more than six years and is now 
uncertain about the future of her 
job. “Right now, we’re all just 
waiting,” she says. “We’re not sure 
of anything.” 

Banknorth spokesman Brian 
Arsenault said on Monday that job 
cuts will most likely come from 
back-office positions rather than 
customer-service jobs. He also 
said that people whose positions 
are eliminated will be given pref- 
erence for similar positions that 
are open elsewhere in the 6,000- 
strong Banknorth system. 

But some will probably have to 
leave the company, and those 
employees will receive a sever- 


ance package that was designed a 
few years ago in anticipation of an 
event such as this. The package 
includes continuation of health and 
dental benefits for up to one year; 
two week’s salary for every year 
of employment; and career coun- 
seling. Employees who are asked 
to stay in a lower-paying position, 
or to travel more than 35 miles to 
work at a new location, can choose 
the severance package instead. 

Barbara Conte, Andover Bank’s 
human resources director, called 
the severance deal “excellent.” 

“T think (Andover Bank) was 
very generous, and it tried to do 
the best it could for its employ- 
ees,” she said. 

“It’s a difficult situation,” 
agreed Deb Graves, who has 
worked for five years at Andover 
Bank. “Sure, I’m concerned (about 
my job).” But Graves praises the 
company for making the best 
choice in a time when a merger 
was all but inevitable. “You have 
to know when to hold the cards, 
and when to fold them,” she said. 
“Our management team has really 
done a good job with that.” 


Andover Savings Bank history spans 
167 years on Main Street: 1834-2001 


Andover Bank has been a fix- 
ture in Andover since 1834. 

In 1835, the bank was called 
“The Andover Institution for Sav- 
ings” and it opened above Lind- 
say's Market at the corner of Main 
Street and Post Office Avenue. 
The first depositor was Abigail 
Anderson of Andover, who opened 
an account with $90.

1984: Assets exceed $323 million. 


2001: Andover Bancorp’s Board of 
Directors approve sale of the $1.8 bil- 
lion Andover Bank to Banknorth 
Group of Portland, Maine.

Invest, merge: ‘This is 
banking in the 21st century’

A stack of brightly-colored 
coffee cups lines the office win- 
dowsill of Gerald Mulligan, 
president and CEO of Andover 
Bank — one for every Massa- 
chusetts bank swallowed by a 
larger conglomerate. 

An Andover Bank mug will 
soon join them. 

Mulligan announced Mon- 
day that Banknorth Group, an 
$18.2 billion banking and finan- 
cial services company based in 
Maine, hopes to complete its 
acquisition of Andover Bank by 
the fourth quarter of this year. 

The acquisition will allow 
the customers of what will soon 
become First Massachusetts 
Bank the investment services 
that Andover Bank cannot cur- 
rently offer alone, he says. 

“They're going to (offer) 
trust and investment services, 
which I know this community 
needs,” says Mulligan. “Ameri- 
cans are increasingly putting 
their wealth not on Main Street, 
but on Wall Street.” 

That trend is bigger than 
Andover, agree local financial 
consultants. 

“This is banking in the 21st 
century,” says William Ryan, 
president of Ryan Financial on 
Main Street. “The trend towards 
people buying stock and mutual 
funds, versus (opening) bank 
accounts, is nationwide.” 

That movement has been 
building as far back as 1926, 
says Ryan. Since then, the stock 
market has grown by an aver- 
age of 11 percent per year. At 
the same time, banks have paid 


an average of 3.7 percent inter- 
est per year. “Every time you 
turn around, you make twice as 
much money, if not more, 
investing on Wall Street than 
putting money in a CD ora 
bank account,” Ryan says. 
“And people can count.” 

Some of the younger genera- 
tions have never even owned a 
passbook or CD, says Mulligan. 
Those people will not come into 
banks to open accounts or take 
advantage of the one-on-one 
customer service offered by 
Andover Bank.

“As the white-haired people 
die, our deposits are dying with 
them,” says Mulligan. 

Small community banks 
have always depended on that 
business for their growth. With- 
out them, he adds, mergers are 
the only way to grow. 

For that reason, former resi- 
dent Shawn Kravetz, president 
of Esplanade Capital in Boston, 
believes that the days of small- 
town banking are gone. 

“T don’t think that we will 
ever get back to where we were 
10 years ago,” he says. “People 
are more sophisticated today 


about investing than they were 
10 years ago. Ten years ago 
there were too many people 
using bank accounts for retire- 
ment funds. It’s very difficult to 
grow your capital at three or 
four or five percent a year. As 
(those) people who historically 
relied on passbook savings and 
federally-insured investments 
got a bigger taste of the stock 
market, they had terrific success 
with it.” 

Andover Bank currently 
offers limited investment ser- 
vices through Liberty Securi- 
ties, a division of Liberty Mutu- 
al Insurance Company. Liberty 
has a representative that works 
out of Andover Bank branches, 
and Andover Bank gets a por- 
tion of the revenues. But it just 
isn’t enough, says Mulligan. 

On Main Street, Fleet Bank 
offers residents the most invest- 
ment options, including IRAs 
and retirement plans, mutual 
funds, annuities and investment 
management. Smaller banks, 
such as Sovereign Bank, The 
Savings Bank and First Essex 
either have an arrangement sim- 
ilar to that of Andover Bank 
offering trusts and investment 
management — or offering no 
investment services at all 

Andover Bank had 
approached Ryan Financial 
some time ago about offering 
investment products, Ryan says 
Those talks, however, never 
came to fruition. Could that 
have signaled the beginning of 
the end for Andover Bank? 

“I think they realized that

“T walk up to Fleet Bank and | 
don’t know a soul. To me banking 
is people,” says Jerry Silverman, 
an 18-year selectmen who has 
spent many a Saturday at the bank. 
“Just like they say, “Know your 
doctor, know your lawyer,’ you 


want to know people in the bank.” 

While acknowledging that 
Andover Bank has been a symbol 
of downtown Andover since the 
nineteenth century, Andover Bank 


President and Chief Executive 
Officer Gerald Mulligan pointed to 
the bank’s fiduciary obligation to 
its shareholders. 

“We have three groups of inter- 
est,” said Mulligan, “customers, 
employees, and shareholders. The 
way the system works, the share- 
holders are the ones who have pri- 
ority.”” 

Meanwhile, Banknorth repre- 
sentatives sought to assuage resi- 
dents’ fears. According to Brian 
Arsenault, Banknorth’s senior vice 


president for corporate communi- 
cations, “One of the things we 
look for is the folks in the compa- 
ny we've acquired to tell us what 
is important to the people in that 
community.” 

One of the things Andover resi- 
dents value about Andover Bank is 
the Saturday tradition. Its fate may 
play some part in determining how 
the new management is received 
in town. (For more on customer 
reaction, see page 1.)

tion of layoffs, an unpleasant result 
of virtually every merger. Arse- 
nault said that one of Banknorth’s 
goals in restructuring the more 
than 300 employees at Andover 
Bancorp is to maintain existing 
relationships with the community. 

“Just about everyone who 
works in what we call ‘customer 
contact’ positions, those folks will 
all stay,” said Arsenault. He said 
the positions most vulnerable to 
being eliminated are mid-level, 
back-office positions. 

Every employee approached by 
the Townsman Tuesday expressed 
uncertainty about job security and 
sadness about the bank sale. How- 
ever, Arsenault also said that peo- 
ple who are let go will be given 
preference for opportunities else- 
where in the company. Mulligan 
said that Andover Bancorp, antici- 
pating the possibility of a takeover, 
created generous severance pack- 
ages for its employees as early as 
1997. The purchase agreement has 
those provisions. 

“We didn’t leave our employees 
to the tender mercies of anyone,” 
said Mulligan. (See related story, 
page 11.) 


A kinder, gentler mega-bank 
After the acquisition of 
Andover Bank is complete, 
Andover Bank will be folded into 
First Massachusetts Bank, Ban- 


knorth’s subsidiary in this state. 
While some residents will not 
approve of the change no matter 
what it brings, FirstMass employ- 
ees say residents need not fear the 
advent of a “large bank” in com- 
munity territory. They say their 
larger bank is doing well because it 
has tried hard to retain the commu- 
nity ethos. 

“We still pride ourselves on 
going the extra mile for the cus- 
tomer,” said Assistant Branch 
Manager Donna Hurlburt of the 
FirstMass at 77 Main St., just half 
a block from Andover Bank’s 
headquarters at 61 Main St (and 
pictured above). “When someone 
comes in saying, ‘I was charged 
$25 because I bounced a check,’ 
we say, ‘Let’s take a look at this. 
How did this happen? Let’s see 
what we can do.’ That’s what cus- 
tomer service is about.” 

In this way, says Hurlburt, 
FirstMass offers more flexibility 
and personal service than many 
large banks. “Honestly, if I didn’t 
work here, I’d still bank here,” 
says Hurlburt. 

Arsenault said that because the 
existing FirstMass office on Main 
Street is so close to Andover Bank, 
the company will probably look at 
closing one of these buildings, 
almost certainly the smaller one 
where Hurlburt works.

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Gay students, supporters speak out 


By Adam Groff 

Homophobia was under assault 
Monday night at Andover High 
School as more than 50 residents, 
parents, and students turned out to 
support gay and lesbian youth. 
The Merrimack Valley communi- 
ty forum, entitled “Creating Safe 
and Supportive Communities for 
Our Youth,” kicked off a week- 
long photo-text exhibit in the high 
school library called “The Shared 
Heart.” 

“I’m the only openly gay per- 
son in the entire school that I 
know of,” said Dave, student pres- 
ident of the AHS Gay/Straight 
Alliance. The three students on the 
ten-member panel at the front of 
the room used only their first 
names. “A lot of people think 
we're out to convert people, but 
we re not.” 

“It’s overall a good source of 
support,” said GSA member Jen, 
who said a number of her friends, 
as well as her brother, are gay. 

“T remember when there was- 
n’t such a group,” said panelist 
and psychologist Larry Larsen, 
“and there were a lot of difficul- 
ties. There’s nothing worse than 
loving in loneliness.” 

Larsen referred to youth sui- 
cides in Andover in the early 
1990s, and said that at least one of 
them was directly related to issues 
surrounding sexuality. 

“I can definitely say that there 
are young people alive today who 
wouldn’t be if it weren’t for this 
group,” he said. 

Bolstering this assertion were 
the statistics presented by Kim 
Westheimer of the state Depart- 
ment of Education. According to 
the 2000 Youth Risk Behavior 
Survey, she said, 7.6 percent of 
students in the general population 
say they have attempted suicide 
within the last year, which is “in 
itself a shocking statistic,” while 
that claim among gay, lesbian, and

bisexual students is at 32.8 per- 
cent. 

Tabitha, a student member of 
the Greater Lowell Technical 
High School GSA, was on the 
panel as a representative of the 
“transgendered” community, 
which the student said refers to 
people whose “physical sex does 
not match their gender expression 
or identity,” and includes people 
who may or may not go through 
medical procedures to alter their 
gender. Tabitha said she prefers to 
be referred to as a female. She said 
she has learned to deal with 
harassment at school by con- 
fronting harassers directly and 
telling them that she does not 
appreciate their comments. 

“Ninety percent of the time, 
they’re just stunned that I’m say- 
ing something back to them,” she 
said. 

Other panelists included 
Andover Health Education Coor- 
dinator Dave Nichols, as well as 
people from other communities 
representing the clergy, the legal 
profession, and industry. 

The evening’s keynote speaker

was State Rep. David Torrisi of 
North Andover, who said he sup- 
ports gay rights and is working 
against pending legislation such as 
the “Defense of Marriage Act,” 
which is designed to restrict the 
definition of marriage to a legal 
union between one man and one 
woman. 

“Gays and lesbians are not 
threatening marriage as an institu- 
tion,” said Torrisi on a lighter 
note. “It’s people like Elizabeth 
Taylor who are threatening mar- 
riage as an institution.” 

The Shared Heart exhibit will 
run from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. in the 
high school library through this 
Friday.

vices on-site. 

“There are synagogues in 
the communities, and that is 
what we do,” says Goldstein. 
“The more cultural and social 
activities will be focused (at the 
JCC). I think that they will 
flourish because of each other.” 

“It would enhance the area,” 
says Rabbi Asher Bronstein of 
Chabad Lubavitch. “T think it’s 
a very exciting idea.” 

Currently, options for a cen- 
tral gathering place are limited, 
says Fred Elias, youth and edu- 
cation director at Congregation 
Tifereth Israel. Jewish children 
can attend a summer camp in 
Salem, N.H., and the Merri- 
mack Valley holds a few annu- 
al events for holidays. “It is an 
exciting opportunity to have a 
place where everyone from the 
community can get together,” 
he adds. Brodie is optimistic 
that the Merrimack Valley will 
be receptive to the concept.

arting is such sweet sorrow — that was the message last Thursday 
night as about 200 students, parents and teachers from Bancroft 
Elementary School turned out to pay tribute to departing Principal 


Norah McCarthy. McCarthy is set to take her new post as principal of 


the middle school under construction in west Andover. 

Thyra Sherman, Bancroft Parent-Teacher Organization co-president, 
called the occasion “bittersweet.” 

“You know, we re very, very sorry to see her go,” said Sherman, “but 
it was a very celebratory night, even though it was very emotional.” 

Parent and Irish singer Brian Corcoran performed songs for the 
crowd, including a version of “Danny Boy” rewritten as “Norah Girl.” 
The centerpiece of the evening seemed to be the act that has distin- 
guished McCarthy in the minds of her students: her ability and willing- 
hess, on rare special occasions, to regale people with her Irish step- 
dancing. 

“She did her dance, which was what everybody was waiting for,” 
said Pat D’Ambra, the Bancroft PTO’s other president. “Ninety-nine 
percent of the kids said they liked Mrs. McCarthy because she would 
dance.” 

Other highlights of the evening were a 15-minute video of each class- 
room expressing praise and good wishes for McCarthy, and she was 
presented with a “memory book,” each leaf of which was decorated by 
a student with art or poems or reminiscences. 

“Tt really showed to me that the kids will miss her tremendously, but 
they’re trying to be happy for her,” said Sherman. “I think sometimes 
that kids are better at change than adults are.” 

McCarthy called the event “Norman Rockwell-ish” in its expression 
of community values. 

“Tt was a warm and wonderful way to say goodbye,” said McCarthy, 
“but we’ve made some strong connections, and | don’t think it will be 
goodbye.” 

McCarthy is an Andover resident as well as a six-year veteran of its 
public schools. 

“The important thing for us is that Norah’s staying in Andover,” said 
Bancroft third-grade teacher Bonnie Guerin. She said that in her 33 
years teaching in Andover, McCarthy is her 11th principal. “I was hop- 
ing that she would be my last principal. She’s just a great gal with a 
wonderful personality, and she’s great with the kids.” 

Superintendent Claudia Bach has said that a principal for the new 
middle school was hired a full year before it is scheduled to open so that 
the principal can oversee the preparations of the new facility and the 
organization of its staff. With her talent for earning the love and respect 
of students, will McCarthy languish in her new office located in a trail- 
er at the edge of a construction site? 

“T can’t think of anyone who would do better,” said D’ Ambra.

But if Selectman Brian Major 
has any kind of sway in the dis- 
cussions, Stapczynski has noth- 
ing to worry about. “We will 
determine whether (Stapczynski) 
has had a good year, a very good 
year, an exceptional year, etc.,” 
he says. 

A subcommittee of Major and 
Selectman Ted Teichert is putting 
together this year’s evaluation 
form, which will include ques- 
tions about the town manager’s 
performance. Selectmen will 
receive these forms by Monday, 
June 25, says Major. He hopes to 
complete the evaluation by the 
end of July. 

It is possible to terminate the 
town manager’s five-year con- 
tract before it runs out, if neces- 
sary, Major adds. Stapczynski is 
one year into his third contract 
with the town of Andover.

Meehan no 
Marlboro man 


In its second year of battling 
the major tobacco companies, the 
Department of Justice says it 
doesn’t have the money to go on. 
But US Congressman Marty 
Meehan, potentially eyeing a run 
for governor, says he isn’t about 
to give up the fight. 

He’s asking Attorney General 
John Ashcroft to match the tobac- 
co companies’ monetary strength 
in fiscal year 2002 — a steep $57.6 
million. 

The Department of Justice 
says it is fighting to hold tobacco 
companies accountable for the 
health problems and deaths 
caused by smoking. It wants to 
recoup some of the $25 billion 
spent on average per year by 
Americans for health-care costs 
related to smoking, says Meehan 
press secretary Bridger McGaw. 

The Bush Administration only 
allocated $1.8 million for the suit, 
a more than 90-percent cut from 
last year’s allocation under for- 
mer President Clinton. Bush has 
not appealed to other resources to 
come forward with their shares of 
the funding, as happened last 
year, says McGaw. 

“The amount of money the 
Department of Justice has poured 
into this fight is amazing,” says 
McGaw. “If the Bush administra- 
tion only allocates $1.8 million 
(for next year), how can that pos- 
sibly continue to protect the lives 
of children?” 

Justice Department lawyers 
have told Ashcroft that they can- 
not pursue the case any further 
without those funds.

maintained Federal-style house, built in 
1798. The house is located along one of the 
oldest streets in Andover, Salem Street, the 
road to Salem Village. Houses such as the 
Cowies’ had plans that emphasized large, 
geometric massing; plain, flat, wall surfaces, 
and delicate ornamentation drawn from 
Classical sources and confined to door, win- 
dow and cornice moldings. Rural houses, 
such as this one, have more delicate mold- 
ings, slender, attenuated columns and 
pilasters than their urban cousins. Its tradi- 
tional five-bay clapboard facade has a cen- 
tered entrance with sidelights that grace the 
front door, crowned with an elliptical fan- 
light. Typically, Federal-style windows are 
set widely apart and are double hung sashes 
with small panes of glass in either a six-over- 
SIX Or nine-Over-six configuration. Exterior 
shutters, as seen here, are found only in rural 
Federal houses. Their garage, a former sta- 
ble, sits at the rear of the property.

their First Period, late 17th-century Saltbox 
house. More recently, this property was 
known for its long association with the late 
Selectman Sid White. It’s a first period Salt- 
box Colonial, built by Thomas Abbot, the 
son of George Abbot, “the Immigrant,” 
about 1697 (some say perhaps as early as 
1684). Three Thomas Abbots lived here in 
succession until 1797, when the estate was 
purchased from Widow Lydia Abbott by Dr. 
Symonds Baker, a physician. It remained in 
the Baker family for four more generations. 
The land was originally received as a land 
grant from King James I in 1621. Built on 
two sets of sills placed on the ground: one 
set for floor timbers, and one set for wall 
uprights, the house has a huge central chim- 
ney and boasts five fireplaces, all made of 
handmade brick. Floors are wide pine or 
oak boards, some 22 inches in width, pui 
together with pegs or hand-made nails. 
Wainscotting two and half feet wide can be 
fonnd throughout’the house, in some rooms 


made of a single width of board. Wide 
beams and corner uprights, or gunstocks, 
are encased in all rooms except the dining 
room, where they are still in the rough, 
showing ax marks. The original barn 
burned in 1931. The house itself was dam- 
aged by fire during the 1930s and was sub- 
sequently restored. 

Not too long ago, the future of this prop- 
erty was in doubt, despite the preservation 
restriction placed on it by Sid White some 
years ago. The Committee wanted to pub- 
licly recognize not only the historic impor- 
tance of this building and its associations to 
Andover’s history but the current owner’s 
willingness to maintain the property in a 
way that will sustain it for future genera- 
tions.

This charming house and its 
attached barn are composed of several 
styles: a vernacular Greek Revival with ele- 
ments of Stick Style, demonstrated by its 
steep gables and asymmetrical facade, and 
decorative details loosely drawn from 
Gothic sources. The Committee appreciates 
the care and attention paid to maintaining 
both the house and barn, particularly in an 
era when agricultural buildings have lost 
their intended uses and are often neglected 
or demolished.

This landmark building was built in 
1921 by William M. Wood, president of the 
American Woolen Co., as part of the Shaw- 
sheen Mill Village. Wood considered indi- 
vidual garages unaesthetic so residents were 
required to park their cars in this common 
garage, which included a repair shop. 
Designed by architects Adden and Parker of 
Boston in the Colonial Revival style, the 
Shawsheen Garage was quickly outgrown. 
The garage is shaped like an inverted L, is 
two stories high, constructed of reinforced 
concrete throughout with a brick and lime- 
stone facing consistent with the architecture 
surrounding it. Capable of storing over 400 
cars, its bays are decorated with very elabo- 
rate neo-colonial facades. It later became 
Woodworth Car Dealer, owned by Webster 
I. Woodworth. 

DeLuca restored the garage’s brick ped- 
iment. It should also be noted that he has 
restored the Shawsheen Laundry building 
located on Haverhill Street next to Wood- 
worth ‘Motors. ‘Fhe Committee: greatty 


appreciates his attention to the special 
details of this important Shawsheen Village 
building.

Chestnut Street was Andover’s first sub- 
division. The Historical Society has an 
interesting oversized photo, taken from 
Phillips Academy, of the back side of the 
houses built along the south side of Chest- 
nut Street. The Codys’ house is a simple 
Greek Revival style characterized by a 
gable end facing the street. Such houses are 
usually three bays wide and two stories 
high. A one- story porch stretches across the 
facade supported by round columns. One 
can imagine the neighborhood on Chestnut 
Street; people sitting out on their identical 
porches on a hot summer night watching 
the world go by. This house caught the 
Committee’s attention because the Codys 
removed an earlier alteration to the house 
and restored not only the porch but the west 
window to their original configuration. 


Denise Massihzadegan. A certificate of 
appreciation for exterior preservation was 
awarded by the committee. 

This charming 10-room Gothic Revival 
residence, built about 1850, is located in the 
local historic district of Ballardvale. It is 
made up of five gables in its | 1/2 stories: 3 
front gables and 2 side dormers on roof. It 
has an open front porch, which was proba- 
bly added at later date as well as an 
enclosed back porch. The original owner 
was W. P. Foster. The Means family owned 
it for many years. He served as a conductor 
on the Boston & Maine Railroad. 

Later owners were Robert Bird and 
Robert Weymouth. 

The Committee appreciates the ongoing 
care given to this home. There are only a 
few examples of this style of house still 
existing in Andover.

Most 
important, its additions are in scale with the 
original structure and do not detract from 
its simplicity.

Evidence suggests that an earlier period 
structure may have been incorporated into 
the house. A handmade brick arch in the 
cellar is said to be the remains of an early 
blacksmith’s forge. The carriage house was 
originally the stable, as the stalls and 
hayloft are still evident. Even the original 
“three-hole” latrine still exists in the back 
ell of the house (unused). 

By 1888, Ezra Valpey was the owner. 
The Valpey family was involved in commu- 
nity affairs, donating funds to establish the 
Memorial Hall Library, active in Christ 
Church and the Andover Village Improve- 
ment Society (AVIS). 

Dr. Pratt and Rev. Good, the most recent 
owners of this lovely home, took great care 
in restoring appropriate windows, rebuild- 
ing a chimney using matching brick, restor- 
ing the original porch (which was, in large 
part, missing) while making the adjust- 
ments necessary for their family to the inte- 
rior spaces.

As everyone knows, in today’s real 
estate development market, large, expen- 
sive houses which fully fill a lot are the 
standard. “Mansionization” has become the 
common expression for this phenomenon. 
The Preservation Commission usually sees 
small, less expensive houses demolished to 
make way for these very large residences. 
This results in a house that is out of scale, 
style and cost with the surrounding homes. 
The longer-term consequence often puts the 
entire neighborhood at risk for similar 
development, resulting in a loss of afford- 
able housing. Concern was expressed when 
Selwin Blake’s small 1950s Cape was sold 
shortly after the death of his sister. Fortu- 
nately for the Summer Street neighborhood, 
Mike Phillips bought the property. 

The Committee voted unanimously to

Georgian in style, it 
has a clapboard exterior, Federal vestibule, symmet- 
rical facade, two stories with five bays, a central 
chimney house with projecting one-story, Federal- 
style lobby entrance and nearly regular fenestration, 
with four windows below and five windows above. 
Originally, the house was one room deep. Later rear 
additions were added in the 20th century. The house 
is an excellent example of transition from first period 
exposed framing to the vernacular Georgian interior 
finish of the second quarter of the 18th century. 

The unique problem that early houses present is 
how do you make them livable in today’s world and 
still allow their character to remain distinct from a 
contemporary addition, yet harmonious. Bramhall’s 
work accomplishes a successful blending of time 
periods at 1 Stinson Road. The antique house is set 
away from but complemented by the new barn-like 
addition, which successfully incorporates elements 
found in the old house.

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New bank: ‘The way it used to be’ 


Small Southern N.H. Bank opens new branch in Shawsheen 


By Adam Groff 

As Andover’s home-grown 
community bank gets swallowed 
up by a large regional bank, anoth- 
er community bank is moving in. 
Southern New Hampshire Bank is 
expected to open its seventh 
branch office, and its first in Mass- 
achusetts, at 12 Haverhill St. on 
June 25. 

“We are focused on community 
banking and the old-time banking 
principals of customer service, 
customer satisfaction, and accessi- 
bility to people at the bank,” says 
Paul Finn, vice-chairman of the 
bank’s board of directors. In fact, 
the bank’s slogan is “Banking the 
way it used to be.” 

The bank is owned primarily by 
chairman and prominent Merri- 
mack Valley businessman William 
DeLuca. His three automobile 
. dealerships are among DeLuca’s 
most visible concerns: Woodworth 


Cheverolet-Cadillac-Buick-Saab, 
a short walk from the bank at the 
corner of Haverhill and North 
Main streets, as well as Bill DeLu- 
ca Chevrolet-Pontiac-Geo in Brad- 
ford and Bill DeLuca Chrysler- 
Plymouth-Jeep in Plaistow, N.H. 

Finn says Southern New 
Hampshire’s strengths are in ser- 
vicing small- to medium-sized 
businesses. Another selling points, 
according to Finn, is that it has 
never charged monthly service 
fees for its deposit accounts. 

Formed in 1996, Southern New 
Hampshire Bank is headquartered 
in Salem, N.H. and has an asset 
size of $175 million — about oth 
the size of Andover Bank, and 
about one “oth the size of 
Andover’s acquirer, Banknorth 
Group of Portland, Maine. “We’re 
small, but we’re growing very 
rapidly,” says Finn. To wit, in the 
last 120 days the bank has: 


* opened a new branch in Lon- 
donderry, N.H., 

* acquired the failing First 
Alliance Bank of Manchester, 
N.H., and 

* prepared to open the Andover 
office. 

These moves account for three 
of the bank’s seven branches. But 
why Andover? 

“It’s a natural for us because of 
our Merrimack Valley roots,” says 
Finn. In addition, a number of the 
bank’s board members live in 
town, including Finn, who lives on 
Buttonwood Drive. 

Bill (DeLuca) is originally a 
Lawrence guy and had lived in 
Andover for many years.
